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We Must Observe Fuel Restrictions 



MAYOR RECEIVES FUEL 
RESTRICTION ORDERS 
FOR ENFORCEMENT 

Under Dr. Garfield's Statement Last 
Night That Orders Are National In 
Their, Scope, MaySTllle Must 
Observe Early Closing and 
Late Opening. 

Maysville must observe the fuel re- 
strictions ordered from the Atlanta 
office of the Regional Coal Committee, 
It became known in Maysville this af- 
ternoon when Mayor Thomas M. Rus- 
sell received orders from Atlanta and 
when It was announced that Director 
General Garfield had made the order 



Captain H. J. Cochran, of the Mays- 
ville Gas Company, this afternoon is- 
sued this statgement: 

"The control of supply and railroad 
delivery of coal to Maysville has been 
and still is under the control of the 
Pocahontas Regional Coal Committee 
of the Fuel Administration located at 
Roanoke, Va. No notice of public reg- 
ulation haB been received in Maysville 
from the Pocahontas Committee. 

"The fuel regulation notice of the 
Atlanta Regional Committee has been 
received in Maysville today by the 
Mayor. 

"The statement given out in Wash- 
ington yesterday In connection with 
publication of general order of Dr. 
Garfield to the effect that "The order 
which makes national thoBe restric- 
tions already in effect by order of Re- 
gional Coal Committees, where the 
pinch of fuel shortage has been felt, 
etc.," removes any question of Juris- 
diction in Maysville as between the 
Pocahontas and Atlanta Committees 

"The restrictions ordered by the 
Atlanta Committee should be observed 
accordingly, at once, and without ex 
ceptlon or qualification in reBpect to 
use of Natural Gas. 

"If the Fuel Administration will 
make any modifications or exceptions 
to the rulings so far received and pub- 
lished In' consideration of the local 
conditions and the supply of Natural Coal 
Gas available or manufacture of elec- S-3t 



trinity, they will have to come along 
later after these conditions have been 
made known to the Fuel Administra- 
tor having local Jurisdiction. 

I am making this statement on ac- 
count of the many questions asked me 
on the subject and the possible mis- 
understanding that may arise from 
previous statements. 

A general Interpretation of the or- 
ders and Instructions, as 1 understand 
them, Is that we will all have to re- 
strict the conduct of our business and 
personal affairs during the hours set 
out and with the exceptions noted. 
Just as we do on Sunday.

The restriction orders received this 
afternoon by Mayor Russell provide 
that electric signs and advertising dis- 
plays are eliminated, industries, ex- 
cepting public utilities and plants en- 
gaged In continuous operations, are 
limited to forty-eight hours' operation 
a week, stores and office buildings are 
restricted to the hours of 9 a. m. to 4 
p. m. Stores may use heat from 7 a. 
m. to 4 p. m. allowing 2 hours before 
opening to warm the building. 

Stores selling foods and wearing ap- 
parel may remain open until 9 p. m. 
on Saturdays. Barber shops are re- 
stricted to the period between 8 a. m. 
to 6 p. m. each day. 

Mayor Russell this afternoon stated 
that the Federal Government would be 
supported to the fullest by the City 
Government In the enforcement of the 
restrictions but Inasmuch as there had 
been considerable misunderstanding 
in the conflicting of Jurisdiction of Re- 
gional Committees everyone will be 
given an opportunity to understand 
that the order will be enforced and the 
strict enforcement will not begin un- 
til Thursday, however everyone should 
observe the order as soon as they 
learn that the restriction Is expected 
of the business men of Maysville. 

Refusal to comply with these regu- 
lations will result in coal supplies or 
electric current being cut off and 
where it appears a violation of law 1b 
Involved Federal District Attorneys 
will be asked to act.

The annual Chamber of Commerce 
banquet and meeting held at the Cen- 
tral Hotel Tuesday evening was In 
many respects, the greatest meeting of 
the kind ever held in the city of Mays- 
ville. There was a splendid represen- 
tation of the local business Interests 
present and besides the election of of- 
ficers and the discussion of plans for a 
greater Chamber of Commerce there 
was launched a building plan which 
will mean a greater Maysville in every 
respect. 

In the selection of officers, the mem- 
bers displayed wisdom for they select- 
ed for the various offices Just the men 
best fitted to these positions under the 
conditions certain to face the organi- 
zation during the year. The election 
resulted aa follows:

The report of Acting Secretary Geo. 
Kirk was read. The report recited the 
various activities of the Chamber since 
his assuming the office management. 

By far the most important feature 
of the entire meeting was the start- 
ing of a movement to organize a Mays- 
ville Chamber of Commerce Building 
Association for the purpose of building 
a number of new residences to house 
new citizens who would be attracted 
here by a big Industrial development 
which Is certain to come to Maysville 
should the proper housing facilities 
be offered by our city. It was pointed 
out that the one thing that was at 
present holding Maysville back as an 
industrial city was the Inability to 
house new residents. 

Mr. E. T.-Klrk, district representa- 
tive of the R. J. Reynolds Tobacco 
Company, addressed the business men 
explaining to them the plans of his 
company as regards Maysville. He 
stated that It was the plan of the Rey- 
nolds Company to make their Mays- 
ville plant one of the largest plants in 
the entire South by building the pres- 
ent building out to Forest Avenue and 
three stories high making of It 
a manufacturing plant as well as a 
rehandling house; taking tobacco In 
the back way In the leaf and bringing 
It out the front way manufactured In 
packages ready for sale on the store 
shelves. This was Impossible at the 
present time, however, Mr. Kirk ex- 
plained because Maysville was unable 
to house the employes necessary to 
the operation of such a plant. He 
suggested the organization of a Build- 
ing Association by Maysville business 
men for the purpose of erecting resi- 
dences for the housing of the employes 
necessary tor the plant therefore 
bringing to Maysville a pay roll of 
several thousands of dollars eacn 
week. 

The suggestion spread like wildfire 
over the gathering of business men 
and every man present seemed to 
think that thla waa another time when 
opportunity waa knocking at Mays- 
vllle'a door and that the Maysville peo- 
ple should open the door and admit 
the opportunity. It waa suggested that 
suoh a Building Company be organised 
and within a very short time 131.600, 
waa subscribed by the business men 
preeent on the leO.OOO sum necessary 
to start the company to ereot one hun- 
dred new reeMeaeee' Immediately 
These subscriptions were aa follows:

President Hendrickson has called a 
meeting of the new Board of Directors 
for this evening when this matter will 
be taken up again and plans will be 
laid for visiting the other business 
men of the city In order to make the 
fund $50,000. When this figure is 
reached plans will then be made for 
the organization of the company and 
property will be purchased and con 
tracts let In the very Immediate fu 
ture for the erection of these one hun- 
dred new homes. 

At the meeting this evening the new 
Board of Directors will also discuss 
the matter of signing up members for 
the year of 1920 and a canvass of the 
business men will be made In the very 
near future to line-up the membership 
Tor next year. 

The Chamber of Commerce at the 
present time seems to be held in hlgU- 
er esteem by the local business men 
than at any thne since its organization 
and it Is almost certain that every 
business man In the city will become 
a member.

Friday, Saturday and Sunday Set 
Aside as Special Christmas Seal 
Bays In the Nation. 

Washington. D. C, December 3 — 
Surgeon General Rupert Blue has Is- 
sued an appeal to observe Christmas 
Seal Day In the schools and In all 
places of worship In the United States, 
December 6, 6. and 7. The Surgeon 
General who is deeply concerned with 
the spread of tuberculosis in the 
United States calls upon the people of 
the country to buy Red CrosB Christ- 
mas Seals and to aid in the tight being 
conducted by the National Tuberclosis 
Association against the white plague. 

A great lack of hospital beds for 
"consumptives" Is reported by the As- 
sociation In a statement issued today, 
in many communities in the United 
States, It Is said, not only is there a 
shortage of hospital facilites, but 
there are no beds at all for Buch 
cases. 

The Red Cross Chrstmas Seal, It Is 
pointed out, will be a big factor in 
solving this problem, for the nation- 
wide campaign 1b to be financed by the 
sale of more than 650,000,000 seals, 
which started December 1. 

Baltimore. Maryland, has figured out 
her yearly economic loss from tuber- 
culosis to be $3,269,670. 

This conclusion Is arrived at by A. 
E. Sinks, Executive Secretary of the 
Maryland Tuberculosis Association. 
The Maryland organization Ib one of 
the 1000 states and local societies af- 
filiated with the National Tuberculosis 
Association, now directing the Red 
Cross Christmas Seal Sale to raise 
$6,500,000, which began December 1. 
Kentucky's share of this fund is $130,- 
660. 

Although the release of a quantity 
of water from the city reservoirs a few 
days ago again made the local water 
situation rather gloomy, It Is under- 
stood that the situation Is again fairly 
well in hand and the officials are again 
feeling encouraged.

HhrsTille Parish Is Asked to Raise 
WSU8 In Big Episcopal Cam- 
palgrn Throughout Nation. 
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An experiment to see whether relig- 
ion, when religion Is taaen seriously 
hi capable of exercising a constructive 
and stabliclng Influence, upon the 
chaotic conditions of the war-torn 
world. Is the characterization of the 
Natlon-Wlde Campaign of the Bplsco- OO 
pal church as given by the Right Rev. 
Charles Palmerston Anderson, D. D.. 
Bishop of the Episcopal Dloceoe of 
Chicago. The campaign starts Decern- 
bar 7, this city, and parish are vitally OOOOOOO 
interested In the work. OOOOOOOO 
Bishop Anderson was head of the OOOOOOOOO 
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commission of American clergymen 
sent to Europe to sound sentiment and 
arouse Interest there In a world con- 
ference of the Christian Churches. 

He is one of the outstanding advo- 
cates and orators of the Natlon-Wlde 
Campaign. When the commission on 
that campaign waB chosen BiBhop An- 
derson was the flrst prelate selected, 
the choice being dictated by his na- 
tural fitness for the place and his 
warm sympathy and enthusiasm for 
the cause. Born and ordained to the 
« -Josthood In Sanada, he became a rec- 
tor of Grace Church. Oak Park, a su- 
burb, of Chicago In 1891. In 1904, he 
was elected Bishop Coadjutor of Chi- 
cago and in the following year suc- 
ceeded to the Episcopate. 

"The Natlon-Wlde Campaign Is no 
longer a plan under consideration," 
aays nishop Anderson. "It Is a pro- 
gram In operation. The machinery 
has been set In motion, and nothing 
can atop It. 

"It is primarily a campaign of edu- 
cation. Its purpose Is to Inform the 
mind, to quicken the conscience, to 
deepen men's spiritual convictions and 
to awaken the church from Its uncon- 
scious slumber to meet the perils of 
the new day. The movement is so 
wisely planned that it cannot fail to 
unify the church, to increase the ef- 
ficience of its working organization, 
and to inaugurate a new era of spir- 
itual power. It makes no appeal be- 
yond the appeal of plain statement of 
facts concerning the opportunities and 
needs of the Church. 

"It goes straight to all classes alike 
with the same challenge to the best 
that Is In them. No cIssb or group 
can afford to hold aloof. 

"Some capitalists say that the 
church is socialistic. Some socialists 
say that the church is capitalistic. All 
churchmen know that it is neither, but 
that It furnlBhes the only environment 
wherein both can meet In their prop- 
er relations to each other and to God."

OPENS WITH PRICES 
FROM 10c TO $1.00 

Openlnr Prices at Lexington Arc 
Higher Than First of Last Season 
—Record Breaking Crowd In 
Attendance. 

Lexington, Ky.. December 2.— With 
6,000 tobacco growers on the market, 
the Lexington loose leaf sales started 
for the season today with prices con- 
siderably higher than at the opening a 
year ago, but not so high as later In 
the 1918 season. 

Prices ranged from 10 cents to $1 
a pound, the latter figure being paid 
for sixty pounds of the crop of W. M. 
Alexander, a Fayette county colored 
man, who raised 460 pounds on a 
fourth of an acre, which paid htm 
$316.46, or at the rate of $1,265.80 an 
acre. 

Besides the sixty-pound basket at $1 
Alexander had 120 pounds which 
brought 90 cents a pound and 160 
which sold at 76 cents. 

There was a considerable number of 
baskets which sold at 70 to 90 cents, 
and a number of crop averages run- 
ning beyond 60 cents a pound. 

Sales were held at the Peoples' No. 
2. Shelburne No. 1, and New Headley 
No. 1, with the crowds so large that 
the auctioneers had to request the 
farmers to Btand back and give them 
room. No such crowd had ever before 
been seen in the Lexington tobacco 
district. For several blocks, In fact 
from Maxwell street to Tattersalls 
warehouse, opposite the Fair Grounds, 
both sides of the main and cross 
streets were lined with automobiles, 
besides the buggies. , 

No report of the total of the sales 
was available, but It was said it would 
rn close to the million mark. There 
was considerable poor tobacco among 
the first day's offerings, as well as 
come first class leaf, and for the lat- 
ter the bidding was spirited. 

Two sets of buyers were on the 
floors and this will be Increased to 
three within a few days.
